By  the  use  of  early,  medium  and  late  bloom¬ 
ers,  using  the  tall  bearded  varieties  only,  the  flowering  time  can  ex¬ 
tend  from  May  5th  to  June  5th.  The  dwarfs  are  earlier,  the  Japanese 
later  and  specie  Iris  interwoven  between  the  earliest  and  latest.,

available.  Some  have  not  been  rated.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  finest  in  a  certain  color  may  not  rate  above  the  80’s  but  still  be 
the  best  in  that  particular  color.

The  primary  purpose  of  my  collection  of  Irises  is  not  a  commercial  one.  Beauty,  permanence, 
hardiness,  pleasure  and  many  other  reasons  have  been  taken  into  consideration  in  the  collection 
of  this  desirable  and  many  colored  flower.  Unlike  roses,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  increase  with 
fair  rapidity,  and  I  am  therefore  taking  this  means  of  sharing  them  with  flower  and  garden  lovers 
who  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  adding  some  really  valuable  new  plant  material  to  their  garden, 
whether  it  be  a  hundred  acre  one,  or  simply  a  cultivated  space  next  the  garage.  The  collection 
has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  1931  will  see  at  least  75  per  cent  of  the  many  varieties 
in  bloom.
